^tehls introduction, he quotes from a pampMet 
B T Bir William Gore Ouseley, ex-Bntish Minister 
at Buenos Ayres, published in 1850, a paragraph 
respecting the modes of punishing slaves m Brazil. 

-In Brazil where the laws have, as in all civil¬ 
ized States, abolished torture in judicial proceed¬ 
ings, the practice is exceptionally continued 
gardsslaves. Thumb-screws or an,9i«to are 
applied to slaves, perhaps at the will and pleasure 
of some ignorant, or, possibly, culpably cognizant 
petty authority, for the purpose sometimes of 
shielding the real criminal, or they are thus cruelly 
treated at the caprice of some brutal and inhuman 
feitor or overseer ; while the masters or others, 
who may just as likely be the culprits, are not sub¬ 
jected to this mode of extorting from the innocent 
„r guilty a confession. On one occasion, I recol¬ 
lect my coachman hastening to my room to inform 

me that some horrid cruelties were evidently being 
practiced in a bam adjoining my stables. I at 
once went there and found several negroes under¬ 
pin* the torture of the iron thumb-screw, on ac¬ 
count, it was alleged, of the loss of a key, which 
the overseer himself might have probably dropped 
when intoxicated, as he often was. At all events, 
seven or eight unfortunate wretches were tortured 
for the possible though doubtful fault or misfor¬ 
tune of one of them. The energetic, though non¬ 
official, intervention that was promptly employed 
on this occasion to put a stop to the ‘ wholesale 

discipline’ as it was doubtless generally considered, 

was, I will admit, extremely undiplomatic in ife 
character. 

Mr. Kidder, in his account of Bio de Janeiro, 
describes a Foundling Asylum. The most note-i 
worthy fact about it is the amazing mortality. An 
official report states that in 1854, 588 infants were 
received in addition to 68 already in the establish¬ 
ment ; total, 656 ; died 435 ; remaining 221. In 
1853, the number of foundlings received was 630, 
and of deaths 515. “ Up to the present time ” says 

the report, “ it has not been possible to ascertain 
the exact causes of this lamentable mortality, which 
with more or less intensity always takes place 
among such infants, notwithstanding the utmost 
effort and care that has been used to come at the 
evil.” 

But. Mr. Christie declares that “ this wholesale 
murder is only a cloak for slavery,” and quotes an 
explanation published by M. Dabadie, on the 
authority of the leading journal of Bio, of August 
) 3, 185T. “These children,” says the Jovnal do Com- 
mercio, “whatever be the color of their skin, are 
free by law. Well, what happens ? If they be¬ 
long to the privileged race, the nurses, whose busi¬ 
ness it is to suckle them, give account of them to 
> the hospital, the mother of the foundlings ; but if ; 
^ on the contrary, they come of the race which is 
: beyond the pale of humanity, the same nurses do 
n °i fear to report them as dead, and sell them for 
their own profit!” 

Mr. Consul Cowper, in a dispatch to the Earl of 
Malmesbury, dated Pernambuco, May 6, 1852, 
- declares that the general treatment of slaves may 


I beg for alms with the consent of their masters 
shall, ipsofado, be considered as free. The object 
of this motion, added Mr. Howard, was to remedy 
the not infrequent abuse of masters freeing their 
slaves when their services are no longer of any 
value, and thus turning them adrift destitute, as 
well as of masters sending out their slaves to beg 
for the profit of such masters. 

To return to Mr. Christie. 

Senhor Silveira da Motta, in 1864 introduced a 
bill into the Brazilian Senate for the compulsory 
emancipation of slaves belonging to foreigners, to 
religious bodies and to the Brazilian nation or 
government. The same Senator has more than 
I once proposed" laws for the prohibition of public 
slave auctions, to prevent the separation of families, 

I to facilitate manumissions on decease of owners in 
| certain cases, and for indirectly discouraging the 
employment of slaves in domestic service in cities. 
Good signs ? But the Senator is not a member of 
I the government, and these his proposals have 
always been promptly voted down. These his at¬ 
tempts, according to Mr. Christie, are the only 
efforts Jhqt have been made to curtail or qualify 
the slavery system in^raail. The nhmto of slaves 
belonging to the Brazilian nation or government, 
whom Senator Motta sought to liberate, is 1,500 
and of these twenty-one only were emancipated ii 
160. 

In 1862 the Brazilian Minister of Finance pro 
posed in his report that he should be authorized 
by the Legislature to emancipate gratuitously slaves 
of the nation when, hy reason of advanced age, or 
permanent infirmity of a grave character , they can 
work no longer ! This is the only action on the 
I part of tlie government that looks toward a libera¬ 
tion of its own slaves. And that there is no genuine 
anti-slavery spirit in this proposal—to say nothing of 
common humanity—it is hardly necessary to point 
I out, for it is purely and manifestly atrocious. 

Mr. Christie states that the number of emanci¬ 
pations is very trifling. The great increase in the 
price of slaves has made it more difficult for ne- 
groes to purchase their own freedom, and it has 
diminished the enfranchisement hy testamentary 
disposition. 

Mr. Baillie wrote to Earl Bussell, December 6, 

11861, “I have been unable to discern any desire or 
tendency towards the abolition of slavery in Brazil, 
or even the mitigation of its principal evils. The 
internal slave trade is carried on as much gg 
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the empire to the other (unless he 
man or a Southerner) who holds to the dm 
slavery. They all hold it to be a curse. 

Second, They all acknowledge that the State— 
the imperial central govemment-has a right to 
intermeddle with it, and the fnends of Anti- 
Slavery are now moving in this direction, as Prof. 

Ed. Laboulaye has shown in the Journal - des 
Debats for July, 1865.

“I am very sorry, your Majesty, to see slavery 

here. It is a great moral wrong.” 

} “Yes,” repeated the Emperor, “it is a groat 
moral wrong.

eral John McLean in 1828, forbidding “ the mail to 
be in any case whatever in the custody of a colored 
person.”

The Republicans in our Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion must therefore he consistent and open the 
door for negro governors, negro mayors of cities, 
and negro occupants of every grade of office, State 
I and municipal.

The eligibility of uegroes to all public offices will 
be a harmless innovation in this State, their num¬ 
bers being so small and the antipathy to their race 
so strong that their white fellow-voters are never 
likely to elect or even to nominate them.

Rational $tamW. 
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How much has Andrew Johnson learned, in his 
recent tour, of the opinion of Massachusetts ? 
He has spent a few days in the State ; made 
speeches, and had speeches made at him ; sat at 
splendid banquets, and been carried through 
crowded streets. He was received by these crowds 
with civil respect, because of the office he held. 
His Masonic brethren gave him an unalloyed wel¬ 
come, concealing the reluctance some of their com¬ 
rades had to inviting him at all. Mr. Collector 
Russell thanked him for his presence, held him 
up as an example to the youth of the nation, and 
specially to the erring boys of the school-ship, 
pointing them to the “eloquent sermon of his 
life ”—his life /—success over the stepping-stones 
of every .crime exeept, as some think, murder! 
Beside this, Gov. Bullock crowded welcomes on 
him, and hoped he would stay long enough to see 
not only the State’s respect for the office he held, 
but “ our respect por him personally ! ! ” 

Was not that a bold flight in our imaginative 
Governor? It is hardly possible such success 
could have been achieved in a first effort. Likely 
enough he has tried his hand before in such fiction. 
I remember Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton listening 
to a magnificent Munchausen like that from the 
lips of Wellington, and quoting to those round 
him Pope’s lines : 


If these things were said in open day, and with 
thousands listening, we«can easily imagine the 
warm whispers of support breathed into his pri¬ 
vate ear. Jefferson Davis visited Maine the year 
before the rebellion, and carried home most enthu¬ 
siastic pledges of support from his Democratic 
friends. No doubt Johnson carries back the same, 
and they will prove just as thoroughly “broken 
reeds.” 

How much does Johnson learn from all, this of 
the real heart of Massachusetts ? Just nothing. 
Pollectors’ speeches? — only crookings of “the 
pregnant hinges of the knee where thrift may fol¬ 
low fawning.” Governors’ welcomes ?—only small 
abilities trying to achieve high office, and so sedu¬ 
lously becoming “all things to all men.” Does 
any man really doubt the sturdy purpose and stern 
Radicalism of Massachusetts ? Not one; not 
those speakers themselves. 

Why dwell, then, on this common-place specta¬ 
cle of politicians on their knees to power ? In 
order to draw this inference : Johnson learned from, 
his visit just as much of Massachusetts as Mr. Sen¬ 
ator Wilson and Mr. Congressman Kelley learned 
of (he South from theirs. How much either of 
these gentlemen knew of the South before they 
started — how much they, intelligent men, had 
learned of the South from a thousand trustworthy 
sources, we are not now debating. What we call 
attention to is this : their tour at the South was as 
little able to teach them its true condition as John¬ 
son’s tour in Massachusetts to teach him its real 
purpose. They passed through hurriedly ; saw 
only their own party, men who sought them, men 
who wished to conciliate them. Like a Northerner 
in old times, visiting a Southern plantation, they 
were allowed to see only as much as it was best for 
them to see. Like the Empress Catherine of Rus¬ 
sia, entertained as she travelled by gay cottages 
and well-dressed peasantry got up for the occasion. 

Judge Kelley provoked one fad: his strong 
words broke the spell, revealed the Camanche sav¬ 
age under the varnish. So much he knows only 
go much. 

If we wish to know the South, go there without 
the prestige of office or the protection of Sena¬ 
torial mantles. Let no fear of us stop talkative 
mouths or set tongues to false tunes. Get out of 
cur cliques. Stay at the South long enough to 
test all classes. Attempt to execute Federal laws 
there and notice the result. When a Major-Gen¬ 
eral in command, carrying a belated gentleman 
home a dozen miles in his carriage, is told at the 
door of the latter’s mansion, “ Sir, I wish I could 
repay your kindness by asking you into my house, 
but I caunot,” that Federal officer learns the dread 
bitterness of Southern women’s hate, so stem tha,t 
a, husband dares not provoke it by offering hospi¬ 
tality to a United States officer. Woman ! who 
does so much to mould society at present and for 
the future. A dozen facte like this are better evi¬ 
dence than all the varnished millennium that Mr. 
Senator Wilson reports. He reports ad he saw ;

two years ago, having dined with the officers

THE NEGRO IN OFFICE. 

We are glad to observe an increasing inclination 
among the colored men of the South to claim a 
share in the future management of public affairs 
We notice that Cornelius Harris, a colored shoe¬ 
maker, has been proposed as a candidate for Mayor 
of Richmond, Va. Three blacks and two whites 
have been proposed for the Common Council. 
This is as it should be. We trust that they will he 
elected. The colored people of the South, with a 
small margin of the whites, are our faithful and 
trustworthy allies. We have no others in that 
portion of the country. It is true that colored men 
have had little experience in official life, and in 
the transaction of public business. They learned 
readily, and were very efficient in the war. Their 
progress in school learning has been most gratify¬ 
ing under great disadvantages. The Savings 
Banks indicate their frugality and thrift. We are 
willing to trust such people in office, and whore 
they are in the majority, we hope to see ere long 
the offices in their keeping. This is the logical 
sequence of their emancipation and enfranchise¬ 
ment. Gen. Sickles need not, and ought not to 
trouble himself about filling offices in his depart¬ 
ment because so many of their former occupants 
are now, by their treason, disqualified. South 
Carolina is destined, soonir or later, with her large 
majority of colored inhabitants, to be represented 
not only in her State offices, but in the Congress 
of the United States, by able and competent col¬ 
ored men. There are such on her soil tp-day. 
General Sickles instead of overlooking their 
just claims, to plead the cause of our white 
betrayers, as in his letter to Senator Trumbull, 
should forthwith call these men into official ser¬ 
vice. We will guarantee that with very little in¬ 
struction 1 , tinny will prove as efficient, coarljutora in 
the work of practical reconstruction as they were 
on picket duty in the war. 

Whether voluntarily or not, the Republican 
party, or a more worthy successor, must, at an early 
period, throw wide open the doors of official station 
to the blaeks upon equal terms with the whites in 
both State and National governments, despite the 
protestations of the Tribune, and the weak-kneed 
and blindly selfish politicians. Two colored men 
have served Massachusetts in the capacity of legis¬ 
lators with credit to the State and honor to them¬ 
selves. We shall not object to an “ arm-ip-arm” 
spectacle, when it shall; consist of a Massachusetts 
President and a South Carolina Vice-President, 
white and colored respectively, to be duly in¬ 
augurated in official position in the National capitol. 
To this goal we are tending. We shall leave no 
stone unturned to hasten the day. 

A Mass Convention under the auspices of- the 
Equal Rights Association, was held at Lake Wac- 
cabuc in Westchester county, New York, on the 
4th inst. It was estimated that fifteen hundred 
; people were present. The meeting was addressed 
by Hon. E. D. Culver, Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stan¬ 
ton, Susan B. Anthony, and Charles Lenox Re- 
mond. The arrangements for the meeting were in 
charge of Mr. Edwin A. Studwell, and were very 
complete and satisfactory. We shall give the re¬ 
solutions and a more extended notice of the meet¬ 
ing next week. 

The Constitutional Convention at Albany has 
made little progress in business since onr last issue. 
The debate on the report of the Suffrage Commit¬ 
tee was opened on Tuesday last. Several amend¬ 
ments were offered, one by George William Curtis, 
Esq., proposing suffrage for women, which was 
subsequently withdrawn to be renewed at a later 
date.

The following article, which we copy from the 
Journal of Commerce, records one of the most re¬ 
markable discoveries of modem science—a dis¬ 
covery of more importance even than that of Da¬ 
guerre, and of which the practical uses are almost ■ 
limitless: 

Heliotypogbapht : Here is a new word added 
to the vocabulary by the necessities of this advanc¬ 
ing age and the discoveries of modem science. 
Ever since the discovery of the Daguerre process 
it has been an object of earnest pursuit to find a 
method of using the photographic art for the pro¬ 
duction of metallic type by which to print m the 
ordinary letter-press style the pictures made by 
the sun. Scores of inventions have been made, 
without final success. We are at length able to 
say that the desideratum has been accomplished, 
and The Heliotype Company, whose place of busi¬ 
ness is at No. 90 Enlton street, are prepared to 
work with the aid of the sun as rapidly as publish 
ers can desire in the production of snn-types. 

It is not claimed for this process as yet that it 
will do everything that is desired. But it is the 
beginning of great things, and we confidently look 
for the day when it will be so perfected that the 
scenes of daily life, occurrences in our streets, pub¬ 
lic meetings, processions, and similar events may 
be photographed and the type used in the editions 
of illustrated newspapers, without the intervention 
of an engraver or wood-cutter. 

At present the inventors wisely propose to do no 
more for the public than they are able to do per¬ 
fectly. To show what their ability is we may state 
the result of our own examination. A copperplate 
map of France, for example, was handed to them, 
from which they were to produce a type or plate 
suited for letter-press work. Within twelve hours 
they delivered the type, a solid plate, from which
